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The Replacement M 

E hear a great deal these days about the “growing | 
W replacement market” for motor vehicles, but to most 
of us the phrase has only a vague meaning. We realize in a| 
general way that cars are being worn out faster than they | 
have been built during the past two years. It will not be| 
without interest to examine a little more closely this replace- | 
ment demand that is piling up day by day. 

It seems probable that at the end of 1931 there will be) 
about 25,000,000 motor vehicles in operation in the United) 
States. The actual total will probably be somewhat above 
that figure. 

We know that there are today about 17,250,000 passen- | 
ger cars in service that were built during the past six years. | 
There are about 2,250,000 motor trucks that were produced | 
during that period. This leaves us with approximately | 
5.500.000 vehicle units that are six years or more old. 

The Bureau of Standards in Washington has figured the 
life of a motor car at somewhere between six and seven 
years. ° 

Apparently there are around 5,500,000 motor vehicles, | 
passenger cars and trucks ready for the scrap heap. This 
means that more than a quarter of the vehicles now in use 
have passed beyond their normal term of usefulness. This} 
is the replacement market. Production this year has not} 
been sufficient to care for anywhere near this number of 
vehicles. Even granting that general conditions are going | 
to encourage car owners to nurse their vehicles along far | 
beyond their allotted span, there will be many failures among | 
this army of six and seven and eight year olds which ingenu- 
ity cannot repair. Motor vehicles are going hopelessly out 
of service. 

This is the replacement market that we hear so much 
about. The demands of this market in 1932 will be much 
more insistent than they were in 1931. For hundreds of 
thousands of car owners it is not going to be a matter any 
Jonger of getting along with inferior transportation: it is 
going to be a*question of getting along without any motor 
transportation at all. 

That is reducing the present situation to its simplest 
possible terms. It shows us a replacement market backed by 
a much more insistent need than ever before. Barring a 
collapse of the general business situation, we are certain to 
see a better demand for cars this coming spring than we had 
in 1931.

Weedalloy has an extremely fine 
and uniform grain structure. There 
is also greater cohesion of the 
grains—that is, the individual 
grains are held together much more 
firmly than the grains of ordinary 
steels. These are two important 
properties when we consider the 
principal causes of chain failure. 

One of the principal causes of 
tire chain failure is breakage caused 
by the cross chains hammering the 
road. When the chain is attached 
loosely, it “slaps” 
hammer-like blows. A few of these 
blows will do no damage, but at 
our present high speeds, they are 
particularly severe and frequent. 
For example, at 40 miles per hour 
each individual cross chain comes 
in contact with the road at least 
27,000 times each hour.

Vhe first attempt to measure reader- 
interest im terms of things actually 
seen and read was made last July and 
August by Dr. George Gallup, of 
Northwestern University. 


Accompanied in 4 cities by official 
observers from the A.N.A., Dr. Gallup 
led his researchers into Springfield, 
Mass. ; Philadelphia, Pa. ; Greensboro, 
N. C.; Columbus, Ohio; ‘lopeka, 
Kansas, and Sioux Falls, $. D., dur- 
ing 6 consecutive weeks. 


Io each city, researchers carried then- 
current, tresh copies ot the fou: mass 
weeklies. At each door—15,000 were 
visited during the 6 weeks—they asked, 
“Have you a copy of any of these 
magazines?"’ 


Where the answer was “Yes,’’ the 
person replying was asked to leaf 
through the entire magazine, indicat- 
ing what had been noted, what had 
been partly read, what had been read 
all che way through 


These facts were noted down by 
check marks, and the marked copies 
returned to headquarters as records. 
The actual magazines bearing these 
crayon checks are on file in New York, 
and are available for responsible study. 

Students will discover trom them 
two paralleling tacts: 

(1) The average editorial feature in 
LIBERTY was read by 17% more 
people than in Weekly A; 6% 
more people than in Weekly B; 
41% more people than in Weckly

(2) The average advertisement in 
LIBERTY stopped 48% more 
people than in Weekly A; 23% 
more people than in Weekly B;

There is a growing realization that the brake tests 
now used do not fit present conditions. They were 
framed to meet conditions of 20 years ago. The 
present requirement that a car come to a dead 
step within 50 feet from a speed of 20 miles an 
hour is no measurement of its ability to stop 
quickly and safely on public highways where 
speeds of 45, 50, 60, 65 M. P. H. and up are per- 
mitted, A car that can qualify under these out- 
dated tests might even be a menace to others 
when traveling at 20 miles an hour in a traffic pa- 
rade where tar clearance is often only 10 or 15 feet, 
The public knows this; the car manufacturer knows 
it, and the State and Federal regulating bodies 
are becoming increasingly sensitive to these facts.

The motor car manufacturer must face and act on 
an inescapable fact that confronts him today. 
Either he must solve the problem of giving greater 
protection to keep pace with today’s speeds and 
free wheeling, or legislative action will halt the 
progress of faster transportation on our highways. 


Development of the conventional type brakes can- 
not solve the problem. New type braking systems 
must be devised that put at the command of the 
driver, power that is not dependent on muscular 
effort, yet power that may be applied in instant 
and proportional response to human action so that 
control is always with the driver. it must be brak- 
ing power geared to the intelligence of the driver. 
it must withal be a braking system that prevents 
driving fatigue—the fatigue that deadens phys- 
ical and mental alertness. This is important, for 
there is no substitute for driver clertness as 
a highway safeguard. 


Only such a brake system can meet the require- 
ments of women drivers—the demands of free 
wheeling, and the everyday demands and emer- 
gencies of today’s high speeds. 


We in the industry know the situation. The time 
has come to give its solution the same serious, in- 
telligent study that proved so successful in devel- 
oping the SPEED that NOW calls insistently for 
greater brake protection. 

We trust that this discussion which we are carry- 
ing on so frankly in the columns of the automotive 
magazines, will be instrumental in stimulating the 
intelligent constructive thought and action that to- 
day’s needs demand so imperatively. 
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
